Transportation programs, Main Street explored 


Six transportation programs were recommend¬ 
ed for use in Sierra Madre subject to the review 
and approval of the Sierra Madre City Council at 
Tuesday evening’s meeting. 

Among those proposed at 1990-91 transit pro¬ 
grams are the Sierra Madre Augmented and Restrict¬ 
ed Transportation (S.M.A.R.T.) program; Dial-A- 
Ride; Foothill Area Community Services (F.A.C.S.); 
recreation excursions, paratransit and bus stop con¬ 
struction and maintenance. 

Public input was emotional and heated much of 
the time with arguments among citizens about 
which mode of transportation in Sierra Madre was 
either the most efficient or most helpful or least 
expensive. 


S.M.A.R.T. is a demand-responsive taxi sub¬ 
sidy program that travels within the city and to Coco’s 
restaurant at Colorado Blvd. and Michillinda Ave. 
Cost is 25 cents for a one-way for seniors and handi¬ 
capped, 50 cents for others, and over 90 percent 
travel via Herb’s Taxi Service with the remainder 
utilizing any of three other licensed taxi services. 
About 20,714 local people use the program that 
operates weekdays from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. and Satur¬ 
days from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Dial-A-Ride, which was implemented in 
February of this year, consists of a radio-dispatched 
minibus system that includes two buses owned by the 
city and leased to the operator. They are 9- and 
16-person capacity and they operate curb-to-curb 


service in Sierra Madre, to Coco’s, also, to connect 
to the RTD or to shuttle to Arcadia along Baldwin 
and Duarte. They shuttle to Fashion Park, the L.A. 
County Arboretum and to medical facilities in Ar¬ 
cadia. During the time it has been available, 2765 
persons have been transported. 

Hours are weekdays from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
and Saturday from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

F.A.C.S. is a pre-scheduled transportation 
service that requires riders to make reservations 
24 hours in advance. Riders may be transported 
anywhere within a five-mile radius. Wheelchair 
transportation is available as well as ambulatory 
transportation.

Chief Tracy talks fire prevention to Civic Club

Fire prevention v,as the subject when Sierra 
Madre Fire Chief Ed Tracy hosted a meeting of 
Sierra Madre Civic Club on Aug. 9 held in the 
upper room of the newly completed Fire and Police 
Facility addition. 

Civic Club has made the Sierra Madre Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department one of its main philanthro¬ 
pies over the years and this past ><.ai also made a 
second donation to the Memorial Fund for Fire 
Marshal William Kramer who passed away suddenly 
last April. 

Chief Tracy presented a video, “Countdown to 


Danger,’’ which was a very graphic example of a 
cigarette smoldering in a chair that becomes a fire 
and in a matter of minutes engulfs the room and rapid¬ 
ly the entire structure. The devastating and life- 
threatening problem is quickly compounded with 
smoke, deadly gases and intense heat. 

Such major disasters can be averted by installing 
smoke detectors in the home and a sprinkler sys¬ 
tem, pointed out the chief. The cost to install a 
sprinkler system averages about 66 cents per sq. ft., 
a cost which can be offset by the fact that this 
will cause your insurance rates to go down. 


17 area women win $43 million lottery 


Seventeen women, all members of the medical 
records department at the City of Hope in Duarte, 
parlayed between $1 and $6 into $43 million in the 
Lotto Saturday evening. 

According to Claudine DeFazio, director of the 
department, everytime the lottery climbs to over $30 
million, the women form a corporation, selling each 
share for $1, and participate. This time their shares 
paid off at an astronomical amount. 

“That’s approximately $45,0(X) a year per share 
for 20 years,” DeFazio told The News. So far those 
who purchased more than one share (up to six shares 
each) will easily have enough to live on each year 
without being employed. 

The women described themselves as being “ec¬ 
static, scared, nervous, happy — a combination of 
emotions.’’ Most of them also prefer to be anony¬ 
mous at this point. 

DeFazio’s husband is a pharmacist at Methodist 
Hospital and she said the hospital had been buzzing 
as well as City of Hope. 

They have two sons who attend area schools. 


Where will they begin spending their money? 
“We always told the boys that if we ever won the 
lottery, we would put in a pool. When we told the 
children about our good fortune, they immediately 
said, ‘Now we get our pool.’ ’’ They live in Glen¬ 
dora. 

Will the DeFazios’ lives change with their new¬ 
found wealth? 

“No big changes,” she answered. They will 
continue to work. 

When will they begin receiving the money? 
Within four weeks, she said. 

One of DeFazio’s employees chose the Quick 
Pick, purchasing it from a local liquor store in 
Duarte. On Saturday evening, another of the 
employees heard the news on television and on 
Sunday morning they were able to verify all the 
numbers at the liquor store. 

Other employees working in the department live 
in Duarte, Claremont and San Bernardino. 


A second film was shown about Sierra Madre’s 
Annual Fire Festival held in October. The festival 
was first introduced by the chief and working with 
Fire Marshal Kramer to teach fire prevention to child¬ 
ren with emphasis on home safety. Adults attend¬ 
ing the festivals showed great interest, as well, 
says the chief, and the event is funded 100 per¬ 
cent through donations. The department will also 
sponsor an art contest at local schools on fire pre¬ 
vention, with all children receiving a prize for par¬ 
ticipating. 

Sierra Madre has the only volunteer fire depart¬ 
ment in Los Angeles County. Tracy was made chief 
in February, 1987, and 45 members make up the 
department. Their training is just as intense and 
complete as other firemen, with the only difference 
being Sierra Madre’s firemen receive no pay, includ¬ 
ing the chief. The department is working to up¬ 
grade inspection of local businesses and educating 
merchants in fire prevention, monitoring new con¬ 
struction and disseminating safety guidelines to local 
citizens. 

The majority of the furnishings in the beauti¬ 
ful room where the meeting was held were pur¬ 
chased through donations from members of our fire 
department. There is a complete kitchen, large con¬ 
ference table and chairs, other chairs for meetings 
for an ample size audience, film screen, VCR, etc. 
Photographs and plaques pertaining to the depart¬ 
ment cover the walls and showcase cabinets display 
awards. 


Main Street/Chamber of Commerce 
begin to explore BID possibilities

Main Street and Sierra Madre Chamber of 
Commerce began discussion on a possible Business 
Improvement District (BID) program implemented 
to raise funds for downtown improvements at their 
Tuesday morning board meeting. 

Some of the areas that have implemented such 
a fund-raising program are Old Pasadena, Alameda, 
Tulare, Sonora, Quincy, Auburn and Grass Valley. 

Senate Bill No. 1424, Chapter 591, passed in 
1989, calls for a “Parking and Business Improve¬ 
ment Area Law of 1989,” declaring that businesses 
may need to promote the economic revitalization 
and physical maintenance ... to create jobs, 
attract new businesses, and prevent erosion of the 
business districts. 

BIDS from private/public partnerships for the 
purpose of funding to promote and improve those 
business areas. 

Fifty-one percent of the businesses and property 
owners involved must vote for the project and it 
is imperative that elections be held annually. 

With the establishment of the BID, all businesses 
located within the boundaries automatically become 
members and a budget is adopted each year. 




A contract is entered into with the city for the 
associations to spend the funds according to that 
budget. Although the funds will be collected by the 
city, the funds will be passed on to the associa¬ 
tions through the Main Street/chamber project. 

The BID will generate money every year to 
promote businesses in the historic business districts. 
With the BID as a funding base, businesses can 
continue to build and they also have the ability to 
control their own destiny and take an active part 
in operating the commercial areas. 

A BID is a powerful method for getting down¬ 
towns and downtowners organized. 

Arguments for the district include such points 
as: District assessments allow downtowners to buy 
the improvements and programs they want such as 
more parking, street sweeping and advertising. 

Some of the dangers include not outlining 
boundaries of the assessment district accurately, 
not building long-term backing and support, cau¬ 
tion that legislation is not written correctly, not 
outling clearly attainable goals and a strategic plan 
for the district.

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‘Fire, fire’ 


Arson-related fires incurred by the 
California FAIR Plan have decreased 
by 13 percent between 1977 and 1989, 
a figure that reflects both a national and 
statewide decline in arson. 

In 1977, the FAIR Plan recorded 
43 percent of all fires reported were 
classified as arson, compared to 30 per¬ 
cent of all fires reported as arson in 
1989. Arson fires represented 47.8 per¬ 
cent of all fire claim dollars paid by the 
Plan in 1977, compared to 1989 when 
28 percent of all fire claim dollars paid 
were arson-related. 

The FAIR Plan, a statewide fire in¬ 
surance pool, paid claimants over $20.8 
million in 1989 based on a total of 522 
overall fire claims reported that were 
over $5000. Of the total fires reported 
in 1989,111 were classified as arson. 

According to the state fire mar¬ 
shal’s office, arson-related fires declined 
about seven percent statewide when 
comparing 1988 and 1989 statistics. 
The decline can be attributed to various 
factors such as a more stable economy, 
increased awareness of arson as a prob¬ 
lem, and more resources devoted to¬ 
wards the detection of arson for 
profit. 

Don’t say ‘die’ 

As many as 500 or more people may 
die in vehicle crashes nationally during 
the Labor Day Weekend, according to 
estimates of the National Safety Coun¬ 
cil, making it potentially one of the 
deadliest holiday weekends of the year. 

The toll of human tragedy on the 
nation’s streets and highways 
during the three-day holiday will pro¬ 
bably also include more than 20,000 
disabling injuries, the council adds. 

At least half of the expected 
holiday traffic fatalities will be alcohol- 
related, notes Joseph M. Kaplan, presi¬ 
dent of the Safety Council’s Greater 
Los Angeles Chapter. 

For one and all, Kaplan cautions, 
the best protection is to drive defensively. 

“Just buckling-up your seat belt 
could reduce your chances of being a 
traffic fatality in half — should the 
unexpected happen.”

I got suckered the other day. I was 
standing in the parking lot at Mimi’s restaurant 
in Monrovia a few nights ago when a young 
woman drives up and stops abruptly in front of 
me.

1 should point out that a 
cute 2- or 3-year-old boy was sitting beside 
her. 

“Gee, could you help me. I’m meeting my 
folks here for dinner . . . they’re driving down 
from up north and they’re late. 1 have to get a 
prescription by eight o’clock, and I’ve only got 
a few minutes left . . . could you loan me nine 
dollars until 1 get back and I’ll get it from my 
mom to repay you? 

All the defense blockers were there. Young 
frantic woman . . . cute little boy ... a 
needed prescription . . . mom . . . you get the 
picture. I stripped off nine bucks. Did I hope 
to see her again? Yes. Did 1 really belive her 
story? No. Hope springs infernal. 

So, what are the dynamics here? Difficult 


to answer. Many years ago I read Cannery Row 
(I think it was that). The main character was 
an easy touch for anything. The rummies and 
derelicts hit him up for dough every time they 
saw him. Finally, a friend tells him he’s being 
suckered. These people are playing him like a 
fiddle. He responded that he liked being played 
like a fiddle. Trouble is, 1 can’t remember why 
he let himself be used that way. 

I suspect it has roots in the concept that 
if someone confronts you with a need, you were 
destined to be part of that person’s world for a 
moment. Who can say what that leads to. Sure, 
it encourages people to continue with the con 
game, but you never really know it’s a con 
game. Is it instead, a young woman up against 
it, with mouths to feed and a creative approach 
to getting food on the table? Do we allow 
ourselves, perhaps, to be brought into the scen¬ 
ario through guilt? 

Whatever it is, the woman didn’t come 
back, and I don’t feel particularly used. And 
sucker doesn’t hack it either. Out and about 
with loose change, but don’t ask for a loan.

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Beautification Committee 
has more water conserving ideas 


Townsend - Gagnes | 
Fajardo engagement 


This is another in the Beautification Com¬ 
mittee’s series of articles on water conservation in 
gardens, published by The News as a community 
service. Clip and save for your fall planting program. 

Are you a slave to your lawn? Grass needs a 
lot of care — weeding, mowing, fertilizing and 
watering. Lawns make for thirsty gardens. 

We all have been asked to conserve water and 
if you’re planning new landspacing (or are just 
tired of a lawn that seems to demand more care than 
the family pet), consider some of the alternatives. 

Among the most colorful ground covers which 
require little care and a lot less water than lawns are 
gazanias. They come in several sizes and a delight¬ 
ful range of lovely pastels, as well as vivid yellows, 
bronzes and oranges. In our garden they provide 
an almost year-round riot of color. )t of color. 

Other water and care conserving ground govers 
include Aaron’s beard, with bright yellow flowers; 
beautiful blue flowered prostrate ceanothus or wild 
lilac, yellow flowered cape weed, ice plant, which 
also comes in vivid colors; prostrate juniper; la- 
vendar, yellow, orange or scarlet flowered lantana; 
rosemary, which comes in delightful shades of blue 
and carries an aroma which gained it the accolade, 
“Rosemary is for Remembrance.’’ 

Others include artemisia (silver spreader), pros¬ 
trate cotoneaster, coyote bush or dwarf chaparral 
broom, sageleaf rockrose, lavendar flowered 
trailing indigo bush, pink flowered Mexican or Santa 
Barbara daisy, blue fescue, pink knotweed, 
lilac-blue, near-everblooming scaevola (“Mauve 
Clusters’’), purply-pink or white flowered prostrate 
germander, and succulents. 

You might want to try for a walk-on meadow, 
complete with blooming wildflowers where it isn’t 
mowed. Dwarf yarrow, in red, pink, yellow or 
white flowers and fern-like silver-grey or green aro¬ 
matic leaves, grows four to six inches high with 


blossoms six to 10 inches in height, and only needs 
cutting about eight times a year if you want a lawn 
like effect, or far less if you like the blooming 
meadow scene. 

During hot, dry weather twice a week watering 
for a total of 25 minutes should be sufficient for 
yarrow. 

If you must have a front (or back) yard pasture, 
consider the warm-season grasses such as Seashore 
paspalum, Bermuda, zoysia and Kikuyu. All take 
more heat and less water than the cool-season lawns. 

Whatever your grass or ground cover, an under¬ 
ground sprinkling system and either automatic or 
manual moisture sensors and probes can be a great 
aid in avoiding overwatering. Soil amendments also 
help retain moisture. 

Among other alternatives to lawns is gravel 
and specimen boulders (our canyons produce them 
abundantly every decade or so), interspersed with 
specimen drought-resistant plants, shrubs and trees, 
which can create a dramatic and appealing substi¬ 
tute for grass. Addition of a walkway done with eye¬ 
catching paving block or stone can enhance an en¬ 
chanting, but unthirsty scene. 

Additional conservation measures include drip 
irrigation, low-pressure sprinklers and timers. 

If you’re addicted to good old hand watering, 
there are numerous nozzles, bubblers, drip hoses, 
hose valves and attachable sprinklers and misters 
which can help you do the job without really 
unbearable labor. 

Check into the unthirsty ground covers, soil 
amendments and irrigation aids that can be of im¬ 
measurable help in cutting down on use of water 
(and water bills). 

We will cover other unthirsty plants, such as 
trees, shrubs, vines and flowers in future articles 
on water conservation in gardens. — J. M.

Happy (100th) Birthday, NSDAR, 1890-1990 


In the midst of the fourth year of drought the 
Raymond Basin watermaster has stated, in the latest 
report, that Sierra Madre has pumped more than 800 
acre feet over its allottment in the last two years. 

The city, long spoiled by an overabundance of 
water, has become concerned enough to ask residents 
to voluntarily curtail their water use by 10 percent, 
holding out the threat of mandatory cutbacks if the 
volunteer approach is unsuccessful. 

At the same time, the changed situation has 
goaded the City Council into approaching both its 
water district, from which it gets no water and has 
no means of getting it, and its water basin manage¬ 
ment board for solutions to its problems. 

Its water district, the San Gabriel Valley Muni¬ 
cipal Water District, has water and rights only in the 
San Gabriel Basin, while Sierra Madre has rights 
only in the completely separate and higher Raymond 
Basin, creating a difficult situation, at best, in re¬ 
gards to obtaining water. 

The other three member cities in the district 
are all located in the San Gabriel Basin and thus 
have access to the district’s water. Sierra Madre, 
however, pays the same pro rata taxes as the other 
members and has done so for 31 years with no means 
of getting supplemental water whenever it may need 
to do so. 

Now the time appears to have come and Mayor 
George Maurer, with the approval of the council, 
has submitted a list to our water district, re¬ 
questing their aid in effecting one or more possible 
solutions to our water problems outlined in the re¬ 
quest. 

In his covering letter he points out that Sierra 
Madre has paid millions of dollars into the district 
since its formation in 1959 and “we feel it is time 
to address the issue of supplemental water ...” 

To date nobody has been able to unearth the 
information on just how many millions the city has 
paid into the district but Maurer, determined to se¬ 
cure the facts, expects to obtain it from the 
country assessor’s office in September. 

His list includes changing the formula by 
which the Raymond Basin watermaster determines 
our credit for the water we spread each year which. 


he states, is “taxing the city’s water credits too 
heavily.” 

This solution would be a matter between the city 
and the Raymond Basin Management Board but 
Maurer feels our district should be able and willing 
to help, with expertise, if nothing else. 

If an advantageous formula could be negotiated 
Sierra Madre would currently need no supplemental 
water, but natural disaster, such as a major earth¬ 
quake adversely affecting the Raymond 
Basin dike, or continued severe drought, dictates a 
need for an additional water supply independent 
of our own sources. 

The second proposal addresses this by calling 
for an emergency connection which “more than like¬ 
ly .. . would be negotiated with MWD (Metro- 
polital Water District) for a tap into the line cur¬ 
rently running through Grandview.” 

Not being a member of MWD, Sierra Madre 
is now unable to utilize this source of water. 

Further suggestions include sources of supple¬ 
mental water, including the possiblity of trading 
water with other agencies, creating a “hook-up” 
to the San Gabriel Basin, “wheeling” of water cre¬ 
dits with other cities, and feasibility studies re¬ 
garding the addition of another water tunnel. 

The request notes that “historically these tunnels 
have provided Sierra Madre with 10 to 30 percent 
of (its) annual water supply ...” 

It closes with the statement that “The City 
Council . . . expects the cooperation and support 
of the district . . . Sierra Madre has been unable 
to enjoy the same privileges extended to the other 
cities belonging to the district while Sierra Madre 
still carries the same burden in paying the assess¬ 
ment amount. Now, as the city finds itself in need 
of the supply of water it was chartered to receive, 
the council calls on the district to work with Sierra 
Madre to reach a solution.” 

A joint meeting between the Sierra Madre City 
Council and the San Gabriel Valley Municipal Water 
District Board of Directors is scheduled to be held 
on the matter in August.

Centennial Jubilee Year 
recently stated, “Each 
NSDAR member looks 
back with pride on the 
magnificent record of 
the society’s accomplish¬ 
ments during its first 
century. 

“The idea for a so¬ 
ciety composed of wo¬ 
men descendants of 
American Revolu¬ 
tionary War patriots was 
first expressed in a letter 
published in the Washing¬ 
ton Post on July 13, 
1890, written by Mrs. 
Mary Smith Lockwood. 
A number of readers res¬ 
ponded. Three women 
in particular — Mary 
Desha, Eugenia Washing¬ 
ton and Mrs. Ellen 
Hardin Walworth, 
engaged in preliminary 
activities that summer 
toward organizing such a 
society. On Oct. 11, 
1890, the NSDAR be¬ 
came a reality. 

“We are grateful to 
the Founders, the Organ¬ 
izing Members and the 
Charter Members who 
laid the strong founda¬ 
tion that supported 
us through the forma¬ 
tive years. We are mind¬ 


ful of the more than 
700,000 members whose 
dedication has continued 
to support our endeavors 
over the past one hund¬ 
red years. 

“As we enter our se¬ 
cond one hundred years, 
the society’s three ob¬ 
jectives remain the 
same for the future 
as they have been in the 
past: Patriotic, His¬ 
torical and Educational 
Endeavors.” 

Our Founders were 
women of an unusual 
type, and uniquely 
gifted. They possessed 
strong and sturdy char¬ 
acteristics of courage, 
persistence, belief in 
themselves, and faith in 
whatever cause they es¬ 
poused. They each 
gave of all they possessed 
of time, of strength, of 
means to the establish¬ 
ment and promotion of 
the National Society. 

Two of our Founders 
were widows and two 
were single women. 
But they were alike in 
their “Love of Country.” 
They were willing to 
organize and volunteer 
their services so that the 


education essential to its 
well being might be ex¬ 
tended and its principles 
preserved. 

Contrary to many be¬ 
liefs, the four founders 
were self-supporting 
women. It has t^n said 
that “in 1890, patriotic, 
colonial lineage was 
held in higher esteem by 
our society that the gilt 
and glamor of wealth.” 

The National char¬ 
acteristics of the Na¬ 
tional Society, DAR, are 
similar to the repre¬ 
sentation in the United 
States House of Repre¬ 
sentatives ” 

“One of the facts that 
becomes evident 
from a close study of the 
history of the DAR is 
that the Society was 
one of the first women’s 
organizations in the Uni¬ 
ted States, if not the 
first, to come forward in 
support of better living 
and working condi¬ 
tions for women and 
children as well as for 
the newcomers to its 
shores,” states Mrs. 
Mark T. Nevill, Bicen¬ 
tennial -Centennial 
Chairman.

Booklovers 


"May we each waken to the beauty of 
ourselves, other people, and life,” states Melody 
Beattie on the first page of “Beyond Codepen¬ 
dency.” 

In her best seller, “Codependent No 
More.” she started many on the road to recovery 
from addictive behavior. In this sequel she ex¬ 
plores the signposts along the way. The destina¬ 
tion is forward, the message is hope. 

Is is another self-help book, you might ask, 
an emotional fix-it book? Well, yes it is, a 
good one, possibly one of the best. Beattie 
writes in her introduction: 

“Codependent No More." my last book, 
was about stopping the pain and gaining 
control of our lives. This book is about 
what to do when the pain has stopped and 
we’ve begun to suspect we have lives to live. 
It’s about what happens next.” 

Beattie is a woman of exceptional insight 
and has the writing skill to accompany it. She 
has gleaned much from traveling a rocky road 
herself, and she seems to also be a person who 
listens well, absorbing wisdom from others and 
passing it on. 

One of the things 1 like best about her book 
is that she gives credit (for ideas) where credit 
is due. She does net plagerire the insight and 
theories of others Her book is generously 


footnoted. 

This leads me to believe that Beattie is not 
a writer basking in the glory of her own genius 
and success. She is a vessel allowing whatever 
light she has experienced to shine on through, 
believing that light will heal fellow-sufferers, 
travelers. 

“Beyond Codependency," published by 
Harper and Row in 1989, is 252 pages long, 
including a four-page bibliography. It is divided 
into five sections and 21 chapters. Beattie 
deals with the issues of Recovery, Relapse, 
History and Current Events, Relationships and 
Going Forward. 

Most of all it is written with love and a 
great deal of common sense, it covers bases 
along the field of “positive thinking," Nor¬ 
man Vicent Peale never dreamed of. though 
his philosophy echoes through.

Special Assignment 

The first time I met 
Donna Cline is when she 
breezed through The 
News office, just back 
from her trip to India. 
“You look great!” 
comments someone in 
the office. “Well. I’m 
happy,” Donna res¬ 
ponded. 

I am fascinated. Some¬ 
one who actually is 
happy and says so. 
What could be the secret 
of this happiness? 

When our paths cross 
again, 1 confuse India 
with Greece and ask 
about her trip to Greece. 
Looking at her I under¬ 
stand my geographical 
error. Dressed in 
white and purple and 
silver, her blonde hair 
and dramatic large blue 
eyes might easily make 
one think of the Mediter¬ 
ranean: the beaches, 
the cool colors of 
the landscape. Her 
eyes have a look 1 
have often seen in eyes 
from the Eastern hemis¬ 
phere, the look of pre¬ 
cious stones. 

And so when I 
see her art work, though 
I am extremely im¬ 
pressed, 1 am not too 
surprised. I felt her 
eyes were the kind that 


do not miss much, and 
her drawings merely 
proved that to be the 
case. 

The twist comes in the 
type of material Donna’s 
talent consists of, for as 
wonderful and colorful 
as her work is, you 
would not choose to 
hang it in the rooms ot 
your home. If you ask 
to see her etchings as a 
romantic ploy: beware. 

To say that Cline’s art 
gets under your skin is 
no exaggeration, nor 
that she goes deeper than 
the greatest repre¬ 
sentor of human 
form; for Donna Cline 
works literally from the 
“inside/out” as a medi¬ 
cal illustrator. Her 
drawings are designed 
not for drawing rooms 
but for technical medi¬ 
cal journals and text¬ 
books. Hers is more the 
realm of “blood and 
guts” than flowers 
and frills. 


Of her film credits, 
the most graphic title is 
the current Touchstone 
film, “Gross Anatomy." 
For that film about medi¬ 
cal school, Cline worked 
as illustrator and 
technical advisor. 

Donna Cline’s story 
reminds me of the 


theme of a movie that was 
popular some eight 
years ago. “Flash- 
dance” urged its working 
class heroine (and the 
audience) to “take your 
passion and make it 
happen.” 

Donna has that kind 
of courage and drive. 
She was trained at 
U.C. Berkeley in art 
history: several years la¬ 
ter she received her M.A. 
degree in “Bio-Medical 
Illustration’’ from 
CSU Long Beach, 
thus combining her two 
fields of interest into 
a highly marketable skill. 
Add to that Donna’s out¬ 
going, adventurous, warm 
(yes) Mediterranean 
personality and you’ve 
got a success story. 

Donna agrees that 
combining her loves for 
biology and illustra¬ 
tion has “opened a lot 
of doors” and “taken 
(her) into really inter¬ 
esting places.” 

Film and television 
have become an exciting 
and enthusiastic media 
for her specialities that 
span storyboard, con¬ 
cept sketches, prop art, 
finished illustration 
(color and black and 
white), research and 
medical/anatomical illus¬ 
tration. 

Her film credits now 


include: “Sibling 
Rivalry,” “Deadly 
Friend,” “Serpent and 
the Rainbow,” “Gross 
Anatomy” (“it was like 
film school for me”), and 
“Cold Heaven” (she’ll 
even appear in this one!). 

For TV she lists: 
“Parker Lewis Can't 
Lose,” “Eddie Dodd,” 
“Max Monroe,” “Loose 
Cannon,” and “Mac- 
Gyver.” 

Donna has also done 
some special effects 
illustration for “Total 
Recall” and “Dance 
With Wolves.” 

Besides the glitz and 
glamour of Hollywood, 
Donna changes hats and 
works alongside of Drs. 
Syed and Puthawala of 
Long Beach Memorial 
Hospital in the field of 
Endocurietherapy. In 
this particular field of 
cancer theraphy, radio¬ 
active material is inserted 
directly into the tumor 
and can save the patient 
from much disfiguring 
surgery. 

Donna both creates 
the illustrations of this 
technique and works 
with the medical harness 
that enable the therapy 
to occur. It is her con¬ 
tribution in this pro¬ 
ject that took her to 
India and Nepal to meet 
with doctors, politicians 


and visit hospitals. 

Though the two fields 
of medical research and 
media may seem as far 
away from each other 
as the East from the 
West, Donna seems a 
common denominator. 
“They both are oppor¬ 
tunities for creative 
problem solving, they 
are highly technical and 
require intense focus. 
In each case 1 am trans¬ 
lating material in order 
to effectively com¬ 
municate with an audi- 
ience,” she says. 

And speaking of com¬ 


munication with an audi- 
ience, you may remember 
Donna from her five 
years on Cable TV. Her 
program which included 
interview with celebrities 
was entitled “Inside/ 
Out.” “Hmm,” 1 com¬ 
ment as 1 look at her 
illustrations of the 
human body, “an 
appropos title.” 

It seems to be the way 
Donna Cline’s beautiful 
eyes see things, and per¬ 
haps from that perspec¬ 
tive comes the secret of 
her zest for life, her 
happiness.

Transportation programs, Main Street 

Continued from page 1 


The city’s recreation program coordinates ex¬ 
cursions to areas outside the town and this cost is 
eligible for Proposition A funding. Trips are open 
to the general public. Proposed funding is $25,000. 

The paratransit program is designed to stimulate 
business within Sierra Madre. There is a possibility 
that monthly passes may be offered at reduced 
rates, purchased by local businesses to give to cus¬ 
tomers. The city would subsidize the balance using 
its Proposition A allocation of $10,000. 

Funds would also provide for the purchase 
and installation of two new bus stops in program 
No. 6. They would be located on Sierra Madre 
Blvd. The city would arrange for all bus stops to be 
maintained by contract personnel, enabling city staff 
to cease routine maintenance and repairs. 

Several local people enumerated how Herb 
Shollenberger, who owns Herb’s Taxi Service, goes 
out of his way to assist his riders. 

Ben Garson insisted that the town was not 
allowing the Dial-A-Ride time to start up. “We 
worked hard and got permission ... it has only 
been here since February, 1990. The taxi has been 
here for many years.” 

Shollenberger said, “You have paid me $28 
an hour. You pay Dial-A-Ride $23 an hour. 1 haul 
450 riders per week and Dial-A-Ride hauls 100. 
The city has no investment with me, but $80,000 
with Dial-A-Ride. I’m locally owned and operated, 
pay my business license fees, auto license fees. The 
city advertises Dial-A-Ride on TV and on brochures. 
If I’m lucky S.M.A.R.T. is advertised in the quar¬ 
terly report.” 

When quizzed by Councilman Clem Bartolai if 
the Dial-A-Ride had hurt his business, Shollenberger 
answered, “In March, my business actually picked 
up.” Dial-A-Ride started in February. 

Councilman Gary Adams said his main con¬ 
cern was ensuring that seniors have a way “of 
moving around the city.” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai said he was on the 
council when the Dial-A-Ride program was imple¬ 
mented and it showed a need in the city. “It has 
not been publicized as well as it could have been. 
It’s a fine service with personalized care.” 

Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivrary said, 
“We have a sticky wicket here . . . We have an 
opportunity to provide a wide variety of transpor¬ 


tation to both young and old; the duplicity of ser¬ 
vice is what bothers me. It could prevent either ser¬ 
vice to grow.” 

In other business, following funding allocated 
to the Main Street program for the year 1990-91, 

Barbara Cline in Community Communications in¬ 
quired about Project Manager Ron Hutson’s salary. 

City Administrator Jim McRea responded that 
Main Street provided $27,600 while the Chamber 
of Commerce had allocated $10,000. 

She asked what he had accomplished and Mayor 
George Maurer answered that he accomplished “in 
a short period what a hired consultant couldn’t 
do” concerning obtaining signatures from pro¬ 
perty owners for the Mariposa parking lot.” He 
added, “The concept was (bandied about) for three 
to four years before Mr. Hutson got involved.” 

Bartolai said, “He has done a credible job 
concerning garnering support for our URM (un¬ 
reinforced masonry) problem, has encouraged the 
Design Review Council. He has had successes.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Andrew Roy Buchan said, 

“It’s hard to look for a lot of progress. It’s 
not like construction. The appearance of the build¬ 
ings downtown and appropriate signage are other ^a;^. eca 
places he has helped ... All cities aren’t the same.” 

Gwen Becker complained about Main Street 
and the chamber unifying and Mayor Maurer 
said, “We have no control over that. Both have 
been trying to accomplish the same goals.” 

The council agreed that the organizations who 
may use the city council chambers for meetings 
would be the council, Planning Commission, 

Parks and Recreation Commission, Commission 
on Aging, Inc., Library Board of Trustees, Cul¬ 
tural Heritage Commission and city staff for con¬ 
ducting large group meetings. 

Applications for the use of other city facilities 
may be made to the recreation supervisor not less 
than seven days in advance of the meeting date. 

Those places would be the senior center, recreation 
center, council conference room. The policy is aimed 
at eliminating conflicting meeting locations and to 
provide greater security measures. 

The Hillside Management Task Force will pre¬ 
sent their draft on Monday, Aug. 27, 7:30 p.m. at 
the city council chambers for the City Council and 
those who wish to hear the presentation.

Though she admits to 
knowing very little 
about the Arcadia Board 
of Education, when she
